round-the-world fliers set off 

on their trans-Atlantic hop early in 
the week and at present Lt. Lowell H. 
Smith, flight commander, and Lt. Erik Nel- 
son are at Reykjavik, Iceland, waiting for 
the arrival of a supply ship at Amgmagsa- 
lic before attempting to continue their 
globe-girdling journey. 

Lt. Leigh Wade, pilot of the third plane, 
met with bad luck on the Kirkwall-Iceland 
hop, being forced down about 125 miles 
from Brough Head, Scotland, by engine 
trouble, on August 4, and subsequently lost 
his plane, which sank while being towed in 
by the U.S.S. Richmond. He will be pro- 
vided with a new plane at Nova Scotia, 
according to latest reports from the War 
Department, and will complete the trip as 
originally scheduled, 

Lt. Erik Nelson was the first to span 
the Scotland-Iceland ocean gap, arriving 
at Hornafjord, Iceland, on August 2, when 
he became separated from the other two 
planes in a thick fog. Lts. Smith and 
Wade returned to Kirkwall after an inef- 
fectual attempt to find Lt. Nelson. 

Lts. Smith and Wade took off on August 
4 for Hornafjord and were traveling in 
company until Lt. Wade was forced down 
between the Faroe and Orkney Islands by 
engine trouble. Lt. Smith circled the other 
plane and then continued on his way to 
Iceland, dropping a message on the U.S.S. 
Richmond and Billingsley, which went to 
the rescue of the landed fliers. 

Lts. Wade and Ogden were taken off 
the wrecked plane by the U.S.S. Richmond, 
which arrived first. The Richmond started 
to tow the plane in, but the heavy seas 
parted the tow line and demolished the 
plane, which sank. 

Lts. Smith and Nelson took off from 
Hornaf‘ord on August 5 and arrived at 
teykjavik, a distance of 310 miles, in about 
four hours and 50 minutes. Good weather 
conditions prevailed when the airmen took 
off. but in skirting the southeastern, south- 
ern and southwestern coasts they ran into 
an icy gale. 

Lts. George C. McDonald and Victor E. 
Bertrandias will fly the relief Douglas 
cruiser to Pictou Harbor, Nova Scotia, 
for the use of Lts. Wade and Ogden.

GENERAL PERSHING MAKES LAST 


INSPECTION FOR DEFENSE TEST 


GENERAL JOHN J. PERSHING, Gen- 

eral of the Armies, Chief of Staff, left 
Washington August 8 on his last tour of 
inspection before his retirement on Sep- 
tember 12. The chief purpose of the tour 
is to see how Defense Test plans are pro- 
gressing, it is said. 

The Secretary of War announced that 
General Pershing had declined to return 
to active duty after his retirement. The 
General, it is believed, will devote his time 
to writing his memoirs and turn over to 
his successor as Chief of Staff the work of 
developing the Army of the United States. 

When it was thought that General Per- 
shing would stay on active duty until the 
close of this administration, Secretary 
Weeks had decided not to appoint a Deputy 
Chief of Staff but to advance Major Gen- 
eral John L. Hines to the assignment of 
Chief of Staff. Now it is understood that 
the Secretary will fill both positions. 

The splendid work that General Pershing 
has done in developing the new military 
policy under the amended National Defense 
Act has demonstrated that it will be neces- 
sary to appoint a Chief of Staff who can 
take up the work where he will leave it 
when he retires. A deputy chief of staff 
is needed to administer the affairs of the 
War Department and the Regular Army. 

A Chief of Staff who is free to frequent- 
ly visit the corps area commanders and 
participate in the affairs of the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves is of vital 
importance in maintaining the junior com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States. 

The Chief of Staff must take the place 
that has been occupied by General Per- 
shing. No other commander of the armies 
overseas has been on active duty as General 
Pershing, and it is through his leadership 
that the National Defense Act has been 
vitalized. 

According to his schedule when he left 
Washington, General Pershing was at Mt. 
Gretna on August 8, Camp Vail August 9, 
and will be at Camp Devens August 12, 
Plattsburg, N. Y., and Fort Ethan Allen 
August 13, Camp Perry August 15, Des 
Moines, Iowa, August 16 and Camp Grant 
August 18. 

He will spend the 19th, 20th and 21st at 
Lincoln, Neb., his home, going to Ft. Logan 
on August 22. He will be at Cheyenne 
August 23 and at Leavenworth on August 
26. He will spend August 27 and 28 at 
Lincoln and go to Chicago on the 30th.

General Pershing will take an active in- 
terest in the building up and continuation 
of a National Defense program even after 
retirement, according to report, as he is 
a strong advocate of “peace with security.” 


SERVICE CLAIMS SUITS 
TO BE TRIED IN FALL 


Two important Service suits will be up 

in this fall’s terms of the Federal Court. 
One will be the Noce case, which will be 
in the Supreme Court, and the other is the 
tockwood case in the U. 8S. Court of 
Claims. 

It should be borne in mind that the legis- 
lation passed by Congress in last session 
relative to credit for service at the military 
and naval academies is not retroactive. 
Under the Noce decision in the Court of 
Claims, Army. and Navy officers will re- 
ceive credit for services at the Academy 
from 1920 to the date of the approval of 
the Army and Navy appropriation bills of 
last session. 

The Noce case was appealed promptly 
by the Government to the Supreme Court, 
and Ansell and Bailey, attorneys for the 
Legal Department of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL will make a motion in the Su- 
preme Court, upon convening for the fall 
term, to advance the argument in the case. 

Owing to the persistence and activities 
of Major Rockwood in collecting evidence 
and in assisting Ansell and Bailey in put- 
ting the case through the necessary formal- 
ities in the War Department and Comptrol- 
ler General’s office, what is known as the 
“Rockwood case” will be up in the Court 
of Claims early in the fall term.

U.S.M.C. BEING MADE 


Marine Corps Compiler To 
Complete Two-Volume 
Work in 1925

HE first official history of the United 
States Marine Corps will be completed 

by next June. Maj. Richard 8S. Cullum is 
the author of a splendid history of the 
Marine Corps, but it was not official. Un- 


der the direction of the historical section _ 


of the Marine Corps headquarters, Maj. 
Edwin N. McClelland has been engaged for 
the past three years in compiling an. official 
history of the corps. 

It will be a very pretentions. affair of 
two volumes of about 1000 pages each, pro- 
fusely illustrated. While the work will be 
official, it is understood that the Navy De- 
partment will not publish it, but this will 
be turned over to a private concern on 
terms to be arranged. 

A search of all the available records and 
sources of information developed that the 
first mention of record of the Marines was 
in May, 1775. ‘These were not Federal 
troops, but were Connecticut State Ma- 
rines. What has been referred to as the 
“original eight marines” was the guard for 
the transportation of 500 English pounds 
from Hartford to Ticonderoga. 

There was a mention in the debates of 
the Continental Congress of October, 1775, 
of the Marines who served on Washing- 
ton’s fleet around Boston. This debate led 
to the authorization of two battalions of 
Continental or Regular Marines by a reso- 
lution of Congress under date of November 


*10, 1775. 


From these two battalions the Marine 
Corps was developed under the same dis- 
couraging conditions as the rest of the 
naval and military establishment. It is 
presumed that the history will deal with 
the various incidents which finally resulted 
in the present cordial relations between 
the Navy and the Marine Corps. 

The first commission issued by the co- 
lonial government to a Marine Corps offi- 
cer was to Capt. Samuel Nichols, which 
bears the date of November 28, q 
This naturally raises the question as to 
whether the first commission issued to the 
Navy was to a Marine Corps officer. 
Doubt is expressed as to whether there is 
any authentic record of the issuing of a 
commission by the colonial government to 
a Navy officer with an earlier date. The 
compilers of the history have possession 
of the original commission issued to Cap- 
tain Nichols, photogravure copy of which 
will be printed in the book.

DEFENSE DAY SUPPORT 


Pass Patriotic Resolutions 
Favoring Nationwide 
Demonstration 


STATES FALLING IN LINE 


HAT businessmen and citizens through- 

out the country are heartily supporting 
the National Guard and are making plans 
to assist in National Defense Day pro- 
grams, is borne out in the resolutions which 
are being passed all over the country by 
the chambers of commerce and other civic 
bodies, 

Despite the fact that the pacifist organi- 
zations are sending out information rela- 
tive to Defense Day which is misleading, 
letters and telegrams continue to flood the 
War Department offering to help in any 
way possible in this great patriotic move- 


ment. 

As an example of this co-operation, the 
Berkeley Chamber of Commerce, Berkeley, 
Calif., has just passed the following resolu- 
tion : 

“Whereas the National Guard is an in- 
tegral part of the United States Army com- 
yosed of young men who have volunteered 
in this service and 

“Whereas the help and encouragement in 
their patriotic ‘service of the employers of 
these young men is essential, 

“Be it therefore resolved: That the Board 
of Directors of the Berkeley Chamber of 
Commerce, considers it vital to the Na- 
tional Guard service that employers of 
such members of the National Guard shall 
give them a 15 days’ leave of absence with 
full pay so that they may attend the annual 
encampment.” 

In recognition of this fine spirit Maj. 
Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief of the 
Militia Bureau, wrote the following letter 
to Mr. Charles Keeler, managing director 
of the Berkeley Chamber of Commerce: 

“Your letter of July 19, 1924, to The Ad- 
jutant General of the Army, enclosing 
therewith the resolutions of the Berkeley 
Chamber of Commerce in support of the 
National Guard by the Berkeley business 
men, has been turned over to me as a mat- 
ter ee oe to my office. 

“I wish to express to you my sincere 
pleasure and gratification on the action 
taken by your body. heir action will 
be profoundly appreciated—not alone by 
every officer and man of the National Guard 
of California, but by every officer and 
man of the National Guard at large. 

“Comparatively few of our good citizens 
fully realize the sacrifices which the na- 
tional Guardsman makes—the hours of 
leisure to which, like the ordinary man, 
he is entitled, but the most of which he 
puts in study and work; the expenditure 
of personal funds; the planning and the 
worrisome things with which he has to con- 
tend: all these are sacrifices on his part 
in an effort to make the National Guard an 
efficient factor—a most vital factor, I may 
add—in the National Defense. National 
Defense internally, as well as externally, 
as you are well aware by happenings which 
have, from time to time, transpired. 

“IT am glad to say that in the past year 
there has been a most pronounced awaken- 
ing, on the part of our businessmen and 
citizens, in support of the National Guard. 
Throughout the entire country many or- 
ganizations (such as yours) and many em- 
ployers, both large and small, have, in a 
manner similar to yours, indicated their 
belief in this form of national insurance— 
and I use the term “insurance” advisedly. 

“Please express to the Berkeley Cham- 
ber of Commerce my sincere appreciation 
of their action.” 

The cheerful co-operation of a number of 
States has been most favorably received 
by the War Department. Communications 
have been received by most of the States 
indicating their hearty co-operation in mak- 
ing National Defense Day a success, which 
is already assured. Acting Governor Tom 
Anglin, of Oklahoma, issued the following 
proclamation : 

“Whereas, under the provisions of the 


National Defense Act, 1920, providing for. 


the Army of the United States and the 
various military forces composing the same, 


provision has been made in time of neces- 
sity for calling to the colors all of the or- 
ganized and unorganized militia forces of 
the several States qualified for military 
service, and 

“Whereas, Friday, September 12, 1924, 
the anniversary of the Battle of St. 
Mihiel, has been designated by the Presi- 
dent of the United States for a peace-time 
test made in pursuance of that law, now 

“Therefore, I, Tom Anglin, Acting Gov- 
ernor of the State of Oklahoma, do here- 
by request and urge each and every citi- 
zen of the State to assist and co-operate 
with those hereafter appointed to carry out 
this test of the State’s military resources, 
in accordance with the spirit and purpose 
of the law providing for the national de- 
fense. City and county officers, civie and 
patriotic clubs, religious and educational 
bodies and organizations are cordially in- 
vited to unite in this opportunity to dem- 
onstrate our loyalty, our will and purpose 
in time of need to come to the defense of 
our beloved country. : 

“All lovers of peace with honor are in- 
vited to contrast and compare this rational 
system of preparedness for national de- 
fense with the system of many nations be- 
fore the World War in maintaining enor- 
mous standing armies and our former 
policy of fatuous indifference and neglect 
that cost us so dearly in lives and in the 
waste of wealth and national resources. 

“Had the present National Defense Act 
been in effect and operative in 1917 the 
United States would not have been drawn 
into the World War. Only our apparent 
indifference and helplessness as a rich and 
unprepared nation provoked the attacks on 
onr neutrality that led us into the War. 

“Ninety thousand of our brave sons re- 
sponded to the nation’s call in that. emer- 
gency. Let us show the world that we 
cherish and respect their sacrifices for 
the Flag and that in any future emergency 
Oklahoma will maintain her proud position 
as a leader in the patriotic sisterhood of 
States and a dependable support in the 
maintenance and defense of our great and 
beloved nation.” , 

A similar proclamation has been issued 

by the Governor of Alabama in connection 
with the Defense Test on September 12. 
In a letter to Col. Hartley A. Moon, The 
Adjutant General of Alabama, General 
Rickards, in commenting upon the situa- 
tion, said: 
“I was very glad to receive your letter 
of August 1 transmitting copy of proclama- 
tion issued by the Governor of Alabama 
in connection with the Defense Test of 
September 12, 1924. : 

“The ‘peace at any price’ propagandists 
throughout this land of ours have grasped 
at this Defense Test in the hope that they 
can ‘make a mountain out of a mole-hill’ 
and thereby hamper a little more everything 
which savors of aught but internationalism 
—and I might almost say communism. 

“While we still have in public office such 
American spirits as Governor Brandon 
has, by his proclamation, shown himself 
to be, we need have no fear that an emer- 
gency will find us entirely unprepared to 
defend, in case of need, our homes, our 
country and all that they so dearly mean 
to us.”

ANNOUNCE ARMY-NAVY 
PRECEDENCE STATUS 


HE controversy as to precedence of rela- 

tive ranks of the Army and Navy has 
been settled by the following decision, re- 
cently announced: 

“Rear Admiral John D. MeDonald, U.S. 
Navy, was temporarily commissioned as 
rear admiral with date of rank October 
15, 1917; he was permanently. commis- 
sioned as rear admiral with date of rank 
December 31, 1918; he entered the upper 
half of the rear admiral list April 1, 1919; 
his temporary commission as rear ad- 
miral was vacated December 31, 1921. 

“Major General Charles P. Summerall, 
U.S. Army, served in the emergency forces 
as a temporary major general with rank as 
such from June 26, 1918; he was _ per- 
manently commissioned as major general 
in the Regular Army with date of rank 
April 5, 1920; his office as major general 
in the emergency forces was vacated on 
April 30, 1920, the date on which he ac- 
ceptid the office of major general in the 
Regular Army. 

“Held: That Rear Admiral McDonald is 
entitled to precedence over Major General 
Summerall by right of seniority. (Atty. 
Genl.’s opinion of May 19, 1924, to the 
ad of War, Navy Dept., file 1130— 
83 :25.

C.M.T.C. REPORTS SHOW 
RECORD ATTENDANCE 


Results Prove Public Backs 
Training Camp Project 


As Beneficial 


SEVENTH C. A. SET MARK 


COMPLETE official reports from the 
nine corps areas received at the War 
Department of the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing camps show an attendance of 33,544. 
This does not include a great many stu- 
dents who have managed to get into the 
camps by defraying their own expenses. 

The Seventh Corps Area, the home of 
Governor Charles Bryan, candidate for 
vice president on the Democratic ticket, 
led with an attendance of almost 5000, or 
4748. Camp Knox, in the Fifth Corps 
Area, is the largest camp, with an atten- 
dance of 3956. All of the corps areas ex- 
ceeded their allotment which was made to 
them at the beginning of the training sea- 
son. 

The First Corps Area, with camps at 
Devens and Ft. Adams was allotted 2100, 
but went over that limit with a total at- 
tendance of 2746. The Second Corps 
Area had an attendance of 4612 while its 


allotment, exclusive of Porto Rico, was 
3200. It now has training camps at 


Plattsburg Barracks, Fort Ethan Allen, 
Madison Barracks, Ft. Dupont, Camp Vail, 
and Ft. Hancock, N. J. San Juan, P. R., 
is under its jurisdiction with an allotment 
of 400. Just how far Porto Rico has ex- 
ceeded its quota is not known, but if it 
keeps pace with the rest of the country the 
Second Corps Area will have over 5000. 

The 3d Corp Area concluded its camp at 
Meade and Fort Monroe on July 30 with 
a total official attendance of 3820, while 
its allotment by the War Department was 
an even 3000. 

The Fourth Corps Area concluded its 
camps at MeClellan, Ala., Ft. Bragg, N. C., 
Ft. Barrancas, Fla., with an attendance 
of 3869, or an increase over the allotment 
from 3700. The Fifth Corps Area, Camp 
Knox, had an attendance of 3956 as com- 
pared with its allotment of 3700. The 6th 
Corps Area had in camp, on official rolls, 
3605 as compared with its allotment of 
3100, the camp concluding on August 30. 

The Seventh Corps Area, with an allot- 
ment of 3700, concluded its camp on 
August 30 with an attendance of over 1000 
in excess of its quota. It held camps at 
Ft. Snelling, Ft. Des Moines and Ft. Leav- 
enworth, Kan. The Eighth Corps Area 
had in camp 3254 as compared with their 
allowance of 3100. The camps which con- 
cluded on August 30 were held at Ft. Sam 
Houston, Texas, Ft. Huachuca, Ariz., Ft. 
Sill, Okla., and Ft. Logan, Colo. 

The Ninth Corps Area exceeded its quo- 
ta almost a thousand with an atendance 
of 2933 as compared with an allowance of 
2000. Its camps at Fort Del Monte and 
Fort Scott, Calif., concluded on July 25. 
The camps at Fort Douglas concluded on 
July 11; at Camp Lewis, July 18, and at 
Ft. Worden on the same date. 

The total allowance for the nine corps 
areas was 28,000, which was exceeded, ac- 
cording to official reports, by 5544. The 
returns from Porto Rico may raise the ex- 
cess to close to 6000.

MIDDLE WEST IS STRONG 
FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE 


INCE the close of the World War there 
have been no stauncher friends of na- 

tional defense than are found in the Middle 
West. The people of this section seem to 
be thoroughly imbued with the “one for 
all and all for one” spirit, and despite the 
fact that they would be least susceptible 
to being attacked by foreign foes they are 
none the less among the warmest support- 
ers of a definite and sane policy of na- 
tional defense. 

The Kansas City Post in a recent edito- 
rial on the subject of “Defense Day,” af- 
ter calling attention to the fact that the 
American Legion posts throughout the 


country are enthusiastically for the De. 
fense Day gives pacifists and shifty poli- 
ticians a dig in saying that they “see in the 
day a chance to catch the votes of those 
who are honestly opposed to war for war’s 
sake and of those who are too cowardly 
to fight in defense of the nation.” % 

“The men who have gone through the 
hell of war want no more war for war's 
sake,” says the Post. “That was not the 
kind of war they fought. But they want 
the nation to be prepared, to the end that 
no more such wanton aggression shal] 
plunge the country into a _ struggle for 
which it is unready and weak.” 

The Kansas City Star, one of the fore- 
most papers of the Middle West, somewhat 
ironically alludes to a meeting of the Young 
Friends at Ocean Grove, N. J. “They 
have heard,” says the Star, “that on Na- 
tional Defense Day the Regular Army and 
the National Guard are to be mobilized, 
that is, brought together possibly with dan- 
gerous weapons in their hands, certainly 
with uniforms on and perhaps with other 
equipment painfully suggestive of war, and 
inspected and otherwise tested as to their 
fitness to repel invasion or aggression, 
This is more than the Young Friends, as 
lovers of peace, can stand. As patriots they 
regard it as unfriendly not only to them- 
selves but to the country. 

“If the Young Friends don’t believe 
their country’s power to protect them rests 
upon physical force, they are young indeed, 
But fortunately for the Young Friends the 
aggressive powers of the world know it and 
have a wholesome respect for it. If those 
powers could suecessfully oppose that force 
and get their hands on Ocean Grove, or any 
other part of the United States, there 
would be fewer conventions of pacifists in 
this country, considerably less maudlin non- 
sense about peace and friendship talked 
and a mighty sight more goose-stepping 
on the part of the native population.” 
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SENATOR REED ATTACKS 
BRYAN’S WAR ATTITUDE 


GPEAKING of governors generally and 
of Governor Charles W. Bryan of Ne- 
braska, the Democratic candidate for Vice 
President, in particular, Senator James A. 
Reed, Democratic Senator from Missouri, 
criticizes Governor Bryant’s stand on De- 
Fense Day and “regards the refusal of 
State officials to co-operate in the Defense 
Day program as a serious blunder.” 

“Every citizen possessing common sense,” 
says the Senator, “Knows that the day 
may come when some great power or com- 
bination of powers may attack the United 
States. The sole purpose of the Defense 
Day program is to develop the best pos- 
sible plan for the mobilization of our na- 
tional resources so that nations will hesi- 
tate to attack us and, should they deo so, 
to enable us to repel that attack with the 
least possible loss. 

“The program may be as full of errors 
as an egg is of meat. As to that, I am 
incapable of judging. Such being the state 
of my ignorance, I prefer as to any mili- 
tary maneuver to accept the judgment of 
General Pershing to that of Governor 
Bryan et al. 

“But whether the plans be perfect or 
otherwise, I remark that the very object 
of the experiment is to discover these er- 
rors in advance, instead of waiting to learn 
them on fields strewn thick with the corpses 
of American boys. 

“The pretense that if we make prepara- 
tions to defend our borders from attack, we 
will thereby create a lust for blood and go 
about seeking trouble, is the limit of ab- 
surdity. 

“The pacifists’ dream of eternal peace 
only ean be realized in a world illumined 
by the spirit of the millenium, or in a land 
powerful enough to be immune from the 
attacks of enemies. The former of these 
alternatives is seemingly far in the future. 
The latter may, if we employ common 
sense, be anproximated presently.” 

Senator Reed described the real sower 
of the seeds of war as the creature who 
goes about crying “peace, peace, when 
there is no peace.” He said that the real 
promoter of lawlessness is he who closes 
his eyes to the existence of crime, demand- 
ing the abolition of the police, the con- 
stabulary and the .courts. 

“The real prophet of ghastly battlefields 
is the foolish person who would sink our 
navy, dismantle our fortresses, disband our 
armies, and invite the criminal and robber 
nations to invade a fat land, to make a4 
feast of lust and blood,” he said.

COAST ARTILLERY SCHOOL 


Fort MONROE, VA. 

IFTY enlisted men of the Coast Artil- 

lery Corps, representing the First, Sec- 
ond, Third and Ninth Corps Areas have 
been ordered by the Department to proceed 
to the Coast Artillery School, Fort Monroe, 
Virginia, to arrive there not later than Sep- 
tember 10, 1924, for temporary duty as 
students in the Artillery, Engineering and 
Radio courses, Enlisted Division. Al 
three courses are of nine months’ duration, 
and upon the completion of the school term, 
June 10, 1925, the men will return to their 
regular stations. Seven of the students will 
take the Artillery course, 27 will undergo 
instruction in the Engineering course, while 
16 will be enrolled in the Radio course. 


N Wednesday, July 30, was concluded 

at Fort Monroe the fifth annual Coast 
Artillery R.O.T.C. Camp held at this sta- 
tion. This camp accommodaed 250 Ad- 
vanced Course students from the Coast Ar- 
tillery units of the following colleges: Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh; Virginia Polytech- 
nie Institute; Washington University; 
Kansas State Agricultural College; The 
Citadel; University of Michigan; Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati; Michigan Agricultural 
College; University of Alabama; Univer- 
sity of Kansas, and University of Min- 
nesota. F 

The camp was of six weeks’ duration, 
opening on June 19. All of this period, 
with the exception of one week, was spent 
at Fort Monroe; one week, however, hav- 
ing been devoted to handling and firing 
railway artillery at Fort Eustis. 

The camp was commanded by Lt. Col. 
Francis J. Behr, C.A.C., with Maj. R. V. 
Cramer, C.A.C., executive, Maj. J. A. 
Mack, C.A.C., senior instructor, and Capt. 
H. R. Holmes, jr., as adjutant. The or- 
ganization included three batteries, which 
were commanded respectively by Maj. W. 
R. Nichols, C.A.C., Maj. R. S. Dodson, 
C.A.C., and Maj. E. B. Gray, C.A.C. 

The program of instruction for this camp 
followed the general lines of preceding R. 
O.T.C. camps held at Fort Monroe. Dur- 
ing the time spent at Fort Monroe the 
schedules were so arranged that each bat- 
tery followed through a complete course 
of instructions on an assigned battery of 
major caliber guns, beginning with drill 
and gunners’ instruction, following this 
with sub-caliber practices and concluding 
with service practice. In all Coast Artil- 
lery firing every position in the firing bat- 
tery from battery commander down was 
filled by an R.O.T.C. student. 

The resulting service practices were very 
satisfactory, being marked Dy steadiness 
in all the personnel, excellent time, and 
satisfactory adjustment of fire. The pro- 
gram of instruction also included a 
thorough small arms course, including 
rifle, pistol and machine-gun practices on 
the range; infantry training; physical 
training; first aid and hygiene; admin- 
istration; individual firing problems with 
the 75 mm. field gun; other instructional 
features, including witnesses of anti-air- 
craft firing, day and night, by the 61st 
Artillery, visits of inspection to the Coast 
Artillery School, the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard, and the battleship Colorado. 

All the members of the camp were given 
a brief course in equitation, using the 
horses of the Coast Artillery School, and 
were afforded instruction in the ceremonies

Every soldier, from buck to “wax works,” “=(4 
clenched his fist more determinedly as he 
thrilled at the news of the glorious death 
of these men—thé first of the American Army to 
be casualties in the World War. 


On the night of November 3rd, at 10 P. M., at 
Bathlemont, in ’17, the 2nd Battalion of the 16th In- 
fantry relieved the French on a hill jutting out from 
the Rhine-Marne Canal. At about 3 A. M., the Boche 
opened up with their artillery and machine guns, the 
official German welcome to the American soldiers. While 
the box barrage isolated one platoon in a bit of trench, 
the Germans leaped over the parapet and came to grips 
with the defenders. The Americans were inexperienced 
in the tactics of trench raids, but they fought like 
demons with fists and rifle butts in this melee of death. 


The trench was held and the Germans driven off, but 
in its muddy bottom lay three men, America’s first dead 
in the cause of human freedom. These men were Cor- 
poral James B. Gresham, Private Thomas F. Enright, 
and Private Merle D. Hay, Company F, 16th Infantry.

“The people who are making this lhiyster!- 
cal outery,” he said, “are of the pacifist 
group whom during the war we learned to 
know and curse as the worst enemies that 
the nation ever had. By such hysterical 
talk before the war they brought us up t 
and into the war unprepared, and made us 
lose always two and sometimes three times 
as many men as our allies fighting at our 
side.

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OX National Defense Test Day the corps 
area headquarters will be more than 
“ttle war departments,” as they have fre- 
quently been called. The task set for the 
corps area commanders, both in organizing 
for defense day and for co-ordinating the 
activities of the National Guard, Organized 
Reserves and patriotic citizens on that day 
ig greater than that of the Secretary of 
War previous to the enactment of the 
amended National Defense Act. 

The little Regular Army, with a sort of 
half-control of National Guard, did not 
make a great demand upon the Secretary 
of War under the old national military 
policy of the country as the Defense Test 
ig making of the corps area commander. 
The nine corps area commanders will be 
depended upon to make a success of the 
Defense Test. On Defense Day they will 
probably have a larger personnel working 
under their direction than the head of the 
War Department did before the World 
War. To make a success of the Test Day 
the corps area commanders must lead with- 
out appearing to lead. They must be able 
to inspire not only the National Guard 
and Organized Reserves but civilian or- 
ganizations with enthusiasm. 

That most of the corps area commanders 
appreciate the work that has been laid out 
for them is reflected in the reports that 
have been made to the War Department. 
They have just gotten through with the 
first training camps and are now in the 
midst of the second training camps, most 
of which will close about August 30. 

Yet they have been compelled to take up 
the work of organizing for Defense Day 
and the commanders and their staffs have 
been busy now for about four weeks. Pre- 
liminary work was started during the win- 
ter, when a committee of the General Staff 
visited all the corps area commanders and 
discussed the subject with them. The 
foundation was laid then and a series of 
reports have been made to the Department 
by corps area commanders. 

Just a month and two days from now, 
on September 12, the corps area com- 
manders wil send a preliminary report by 
wire to the Secretary of War and General 
Pershing. From these reports the Secre- 
tary of War and General Pershing will 
broadcast to the country the results of the 
first National Defense Test. 

If the provisions of the National Defense 
Act are really carried out by future ad- 
ninistrations this will be an_ historical 
event of the first magnitude. It will be the 
cornerstone-laying of the structure that is 
to be built on the National Defense Act. 
In writing the history of the lives of the 
corps area commanders the fact that they 
participated in the first Defense Test will 
be prominently mentioned. It is a wonder- 
ful oppertunity for the corps area com- 
manders to take a prominent part in build- 
ing up the first real natienal defense policy 
for the country. 


REVISION OF RESERVE REGULATIONS 


HE revision of the Reserve officers’ regu- 

lations is proving to be the most difficult 
problem that the authorities in the War 
Department have been called upon to solve. 
The regulations are now in the office of the 
Deputy Chief of Staff, but there are two 
features upon which there is not an agree- 
ment in the General Staff. Objections have 
been raised to a number of the provisions 
of the new regulations, but most of these 
have been overcome, but two will probably 
g0 to the Secretary of War with conflicting 
recommendations. 
_One is the proposal to use the abbrevia- 
tion “Res.” in referring to Reserve officers 
instead of “ORC.” This would appear, on 
the face of it, to be a simple change, but 
when it is taken into consideration the fact 
that “ORC” is now embalmed in the rec- 


| ords of the War Department, and a mass 


of regulations and official documents, it is 
not so simple. The authorities declare that 
the change would be a very expensive one, 
as it would be necessary to revise a great 
quantity of official literature. 

Dn some cases it would be impossible to 
make the change from “ORC” to “Res.” 
For instance, “ORC” has been used in 
Judge Advocate General’s opinions and in 
the Comptroller’s decisions. These could 
not be changed and a great deal of confu- 
Sion would result in the adoption of the ab- 
breviation “Res.” in referring to Reserve 
officers. 

But it is insisted in some quarters that 
the change is not desirable even if it could 

_ made without increasing the cost of 
Printing, which is a very serious objection, 
with the Director of the Budget wielding 
the axe with a merciless band, because the 
designation “ORC” is distinctive and de- 
ScTiptive of Reserve officers. 

he Reserve officers are a real corps of 
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officers, from which not only the Organized 
Reserves, but the Regular Army and Na- 
tional Guard would draw in the event of a 
war expansion. Even in peace times _the 
older components of the Army of the United 
States have called for Reserve officers 
during the training period. The designa- 
tion “Res.” might refer to reserves of other 
than organizations of the military estab- 
lishment. There might be State Reserves, 
either of commisssioned officers or of en- 
listed men. “ORC” is a designation which 
has become identified with the 80,000 offi- 
cers who are to be used in the event of war 
or minor emergency in filling out Regular 
Army units, and as commanders of any 
Federal force that is put in the field. As 
the years pass “ORC,” it is insisted, will 
become a designation which will be very 
much sought after by ambitious young men. 

Another change which is meeting with 
objections is the creation of an auxiliary 
list of Reserve officers instead of a retired 
list. The auxiliary would include inactive 
officers who are too old to serve with com- 
batant troops or in the field, but who could 
be employed on staff work in the event of 
war. There would really be no vital differ- 
ence between the Reserve officers in the 
Auxiliary Corps and the other class, except- 
ing that the active officers would be ex- 
pected to take training every three years 
and be willing to go on active duty in case 
of minor emergency. 


NAVAL MISSION TO BRAZIL 


BECAUSE Rear Admiral Carl T. Vogel- 
gesang and a number of officers on duty 
with the American naval mission to Brazil 
have indicated that with the approach of 
the end of the two years’ service on shore 
that they desire to be sent to sea, reports 
have been circulated that the mission, is 
to be abandoned. There is an inclination 
to believe these reports on account of the 
disturbance in southern Brazil, which ap- 
proached the size of a civil war. 

It can be stated upon the authority of 
the Secretary of the Navy that the Bra- 
zilian Government has indicated a desire 
to continue the mission. If Admiral Vogel- 
gesang cannot remain, the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment has indicated that it desires some 
other flag officer to relieve him. The Sec- 
retary of the Navy is fully satisfied with 
Admiral Vogelgesang’s work but he realzes 
that it is too much to ask the Admiral to 
remain on shore when he is due for duty 
afloat. 

It is altogether probable that the re- 
ports of friction between the American mis- 
sion and the Brazilian Government have 
emanated from the representatives of other 
governments. It will be recalled that the 
appointment of an American mission was 
received very coldly in London. A number 
of influential British papers frankly criti- 
cized the British Government because it 
permitted the American Navy to steal a 
march on the British Navy. Other govern- 
ments were anxious to send a naval mission 
to Brazil and, no doubt, are now looking 
with longing eyes upon this very desirable 
prize. 

There is nothing that does more to pro- 
mote close relations between this country 
and South American countries than mili- 
tary and naval missions. Germany recog- 
nized this as well as Great Britain, before 
the World War, and there was sharp com- 
petition between the two countries in this 
matter. France was also active in pro- 
moting missions in South American _coun- 
tries. It was not until after the World 
War that the American Government began 
to appreciate the importance of naval and 
military missions. 

This is one of the lessons of the war. 
When the United States sent missions to 
South American countries in an effort to 
line them up with the Allies in the war 
with the Central Powers they were con- 
fronted with powerful German influences in 
almost every South American country. 
Where Great Britain and France had been 
maintaining naval and military missions, 
the United States war missions met with 
ready responses of support. It is now 
recognized by the State Department as 
well as by the War and Navy Departments 
that if a unity of purpose between the 
United States and South American coun- 
tries is to be megintained that this country 
must take steps to assist South American 
countries in building up their armies and 
navies. Incidentally, such missions con- 
tribute to the stability of South American 
governments by building up their armed 
forces, and promote commerce. 

Admiral Voegelgesang and a number of the 
other officers on duty with the Brazilian 
mission will not be due for relief until De- 


cember. In the meantime the Secretary 
of the Navy will carefully consider a list 
or eligibles to this duty and their assign- 
ment will be announced in due time. Aside 
from Admiral Vogelgesang the following of- 
ficers are on duty with the mission: Cap- 
tain T. A. Kearney, chief of staff and sub- 
chief of the mission; Captains L. M. Over- 
street, J. J. Cheatham and J. A. Furer;

NAVY YARD CONDITIONS 


Wit a prospect of a reduction in the 
force at every naval yard, great pres- 
sure is being brought to bear on the Navy 
Department from every locality in which a 
Navy yard is located. This is the only nat- 
ural result of the failure of Congress to ap- 
propriate for a maintenance of the Navy. 
The effect of a cheese-paring and pennywise 
policy is as disastrous on the Fleet as it 
is upon the business of the yard. 

The authorities in the Navy Department 
are as anxious to keep the veteran person- 
nel in the yards together as the communities 
are interested in maintaining these estab- 
lishments. But with the appropriations 
there appears to be no way to avoid a re- 
duction in the near future at every yard 
in the forces that have been employed. Bos- 
ton is threatened with a reduction from 
2400 to 1400 men. Every other yard must 
sooner or later suffer a reduction, but prob- 
ably the largest will be in Boston, for which 
the Navy Department up to this date has 
been unable to secure any outside work. 

The Philadelphia yard is having some 
extra work in fitting out the destroyers 
for the Coast Guard; the Mare Island yard 
has done over a million dollars worth of 
business for the Shipping Board; the New 
York yard has been worked the limit of the 
appropriations on Diesel engines and other 
work; Norfolk has been rather fortunate 
in securing repair work, but Boston has had 
no work on the ships which are stationed 
there. 

The Florida, with home yard at Boston, 
has been put in temporary reserve for lack 
of funds for the necessary repairs to keep 
the ship in service condition. 

While the Navy yards are hit hard by 
the reduction in appropriations, the effect 
on the Fleet is more disastrous. The Pacific 
Coast yards have been unable to keep up 
with the overhaul schedule of the Battle- 
fleet on account of the lack of funds. The 
Navy Department has been transferring 
and distributing its funds with a view of 
taking care of the most urgent needs of the 
Fleet, but has not been able to meet the 
situation. There simply is not sufficient 
funds appropriated for this fiscal year to 
maintain the Fleet in the condition that it 
should be at all times. The reduction in 
allowances to maintainance is seriously 
affecting efficiency of the Fleet. 


NAVY RADIO EXPERIMENTS 


XPERIMENTS which are to take place 

on the California are expected to, in a 
great degree, determine the character of 
radio equipment for the fleet. This is a 
question which is the center of an animated 
discussion both in the Navy Department 
and on the fleet. 

Five types of outfits have been sent to 
the California for a test and others may 
be sent later. A high-frequency transmitter 
with from 2000 to 3000 kilocycles and a 
transmitter designed to cover frequency 
above 3000 kilocycles have been ordered for 
the California. A low and intermediate 
and a high-frequency receiver will also be 
tested. 


SPECIAL SERVICE NEWS AND COMMENT 


RADIO COMPASS IMPROVEMENT 
[{!PROVEMENTS in the radio compass 

which is now so vital to navigation will 
result from the recent experiments that 
have been conducted on the Reuben James. 
They are reported to be of a highly satis- 
factory character and some radical changes 
have been recommended in the construc- 
tion of the radio compass. 

It is stated that the compass can be sim- 
plified so that its operation will not re- 
quire the expert knowledge that ihe present 
type demands. At the same time more ac- 
curate results can be obtained, which wili, 
indeed, be cheerirg news to the Fleet. 

_ Some curious experiences were reported 
in tests of the various causes for the devia- 
tion of radio compasses. A brass flagpole 
near a compass caused a deviation of eight 
degrees. A closed loop formed by the main- 
mast stays caused a deviation of six de 

in the compass. On the other hand a four- 
inch gun, even when the muzzle was trained 
so that it was not over two feet from the 
radio compass, caused no deviation. It is 
natural to assume that a_ steel cannon 
should have caused a deviation, while no 
effect was expected from the brass flag- 
pole. For some unexplained reason a con- 
— effect was developed in these experi- 
ments. 


PROMOTION BY SELECTION 


‘THERE is not much question but that 

the policy of promotion by selection 
under the present system will be a theme 
for a considerable discussion at the next 
session of Congress. It is doubtful 
whether there will be any replies made to 
the letter of Representative Britten until 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs or 
Congress takes some action in the way of 
passing a resolution. 

The latest evidence of dissatisfaction is 
over the Medical Corps Selection Boa 
report. Friends of especially one officer 
who was passed over have already indi- 
cated their indignation at the action of 
the board. No legislation may come out 
of the discussion of the subject, but it. is 
already assured that it will be aired at the 
next session. 


ELEVATING NAVY GUNS 


REAT Britain’s protest against the 

modernization of the American fleet by 
the elevation of the guns of 13 of its bat- 
tleships has not yet been referred to the 
Navy Department. According to the 
cables the same protest has been sent to 
Japan. The same cable announces that 
the Japanese Government considers the 
subject a military secret and has referred 
it to the naval authorities. 

However, it is no secret that the subject 
of the elevation of the guns is being given 
most serious consideration, not only in the 
Navy Department but throughout the 
Navy. The Navy is becoming aroused to 
the importance of an. its battleships 
up to the standard of the other t 
powers. By the tone of the cables from 
Japan that country has already taken steps 
in this direction. 

Rear Admiral William L. Rodgers, in 
his recent address before the Institute of 
Politics, spoke frankly upon the subject. 
Not only did he state the reason why, un- 
der the treaty, this country should be al- 
lowed to elevate the guns of its older ships, 
but he called attention to the influence that 
Great Britain has been exercising in shap- 
ing American sentiment on the subject. 
Great Britain is not to be abused for this. 
Rather she is to be admired for the con- 
summate skill that she displays in taking 
care of her interests under the treaty. 
There is no occasion for a bitterness in the 
discussion, no occasion for attacks upon 
Great Britain. At the same time, it is 
to be hoped that the leaders in the ad- 
ministration and in yee will —_ 
but firmly insist upon bringing the e 
can Navy up to its treaty strength.

This 
attachment has been applied to a Fordson 
and the equipment started on test over 
the regular test routes at the Proving 
Ground. This. device is different from the 
other attachments for Fordsons tested at 
Aberdeen, as it converts the Fordson into 
a full track-laying vehicle instead of a half 
track machine. Steering of this vehicle is 
accomplished by brakes placed on each 
drive sprocket. This test is being made 
to determine the operating characteristics 
of this equipment, its probable life and 
general suitability for Army service. 


THE office of the Quartermaster General 

is taking considerable pride in the 
record of public service of Mr. Henry D. 
Saxton, who retired July 15, 1924. Mr. 
Saxton’s service of 62 years and nine 
months in one bureau and over 60 years in 
one office is believed without parallel in 
Government circles. 

Mr. Saxton first entered as a clerk in 
the Quartermaster General’s Department 
on December 1, 1861, in the office of the 
Chief Quartermaster, Department of West 
Virginia, at Wheeling. He served in that 
Department until July 16, 1862. when he 
accompanied Colonel Clary, Chief Quarter- 
master of the Army of Virginia, on duty in 
the field and was captured at Catlett’s 
Station by Stuart’s Cavalry and confined 
in Libbey Prison until September 16, 1862, 
when he was paroled. 

Colonel Clary afterwards was assigned as 
Chief Quartermaster, Department of the 
Northwest and Mr. Saxton served with him 
at St. Paul. Minn.. and Madison and Mil- 
waukee, Wis., until April 21, 1863, when 
he again went to Wheeling and stayed un- 
til June 18, 1864. On June 21, 1864. he 
was appointed a clerk in the office of The 
Quartermaster General, where he served 
thereafter until retirement. 

During his period of service in The Quar- 
termaster General’s office Mr. Saxton filled 
many positions, including that of Chief 
Clerk, which place he occupied for nearly 
13 years. from September 15, 1898, to 
March 17, 1911. 

He has seen the American Army grow 
from a mere handful to the huge number 
of nearly 4,000.000 during the World War, 
and has worked on the war-time problems 
of the Quartermaster Corps brought about 
bv the Civil War, the Spanish-American 
War, the Philippine Insurrection, the 
World War and innumerable Indian up- 
risings.

ECENT War Department special or- 

ders indicate the early retirement of 
Col. James W. Furlow, Field Artillery. 
This action will be of interest to the Ser- 
vice generally and particularly to those 
who have been interested in or identified 
with motor transportation. Coionel Fur- 
low was first detailed in the Quartermaster 
Depot at Galveston, Tex. At this time the 
Quartermaster Corps had, all told, 25 motor 
trucks throughout the Army, of various 
makes, and the majority of them were at 
Galveston. 

Colonel Furlow then became deeply in- 
terested in the question of motor trans- 
portation for military uses and foresaw a 
future when the mobility of troops in the 
field would be largely dependent on its 
motor vehicular equipment. When the 
Punitive Expedition was sent into Mexico 
he was in command of the first motor truck 
trains organized, and was a large factor 
in the train organizations:which were de- 
veloped at that time. 5 

When the Punitive Expedition was with- 
drawn Colonel Furlow was assigned to 
the motor transport shops at El Paso, 
where he reconstructed and repaired the 
vehicles accumulated as a result of the 
supply problem of General Pershing’s com- 
mand in Mexico. 

With the declaration.of war against 
Germany, Colonel Furlow was brought to 
The Quartermaster General’s office as an 
expert on motor transportation. There he 
put into practical form and use the ideas 
on repair and training he had been formus 
lating during the years of his identifica- 
tion with motor vehicles. 

The concrete result was the shops and 
training schools at Camps Holabird, Jessup 
and Normoyle, and other smaller training 
and repair units in the United States. The 
scheme of organization of the shops in 
France followed Colonel Furlow’s ideas.

Will Meet Notre Dame, Yale 
and Navy Away From 
Home Grounds 


SOCCER PLANS ALSO OUT 


HE athletic authorities at the United 

States Military Academy, West Point, 
N. Y., recently announced complete 1924 
season schedules for football and soccer. 
The Army football team will engage in four 
major games this season, its three strong- 
est opponents being Notre Dame, Yale and 
Navy. The Columbia game is also con- 
sidered a major game as it will probably 
mark the dedication of the new stadium be- 
ing erected by the Army Athletic Associa- 
tion on the west side of Lusk Reservoir. 

The new stadium at West Point is be- 
ing financed entirely by the membership of 
the Army Athletic Association and by the 
proceeds of the three big football games 
away from the Military Academy. It will 
cost approximately $300,000 and will seat 
about 20,000 spectators. . 

Maj. A. Copthorne, C.W.S., new 
graduate manager of Athletics, has de- 
clared that plans are now being formulated 
for the staging of the three contests away 
from West Point. The Notre Dame clash, 
which is the first big strength trial for 
the Army team, will be played at the Polo 
Grounds, New York, on October 18. 

The Yale tilt will take place on Novem- 
ber 1 as in the past, in the Yale Bowl, 
New Haven, and it is hoped that the Corps 
of Cadets will arrive in time to execute a 
few maneuvers on the playing field before 
the contest begins. 

The Navy game will be played at the 
Baltimore Stadium on November 29 and 
no announcement has been made to date of 
the arrangements for the arrival and de- 
parture of the Corps of Cadets.

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MOBILIZING THE GOATS 


EFENSE DAY, September 12, will ac- 

complish a result of much greater im- 
portance than any practice towards mobili- 
zation which the Regular Army, the Na- 
tional Guard, and the Organized Reserve 
may obtain. 

In the Bible reference is made to the 
separation of the sheep from the goats. 
Automatically the goats are in the shape of 
the pacifists or those men and women who 
while wishing to exercise all the privileges 
of citizenship, decline to accept its respon- 
sibilities, are separating themselves from 
the sheep or the good citizens who recog- 
nize that always in life responsibilities and 
privileges go together. 

Each day’s newspaper in each locality 
contains the names of one or more indi- 
viduals or one or more societies or associa- 
tions opposed to Defense Day. In many 
eases these individuals and societies are 
usually recognized as the same who op- 
posed National Defense measures prior to 
our entry into the war in 1917, and who 
in some cases after war was declared car- 
ried on their opposition thus becoming 
traitors under the provisions of our Con- 
stitution. 

It is to be hoped that in each locality 
the officers and enlisted men of the Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserve, their 
wives, the parents of the boys in the Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps and the boys 
going to the Military Training Camps, will 
carefully mark those aspirants for political 
office and those office holders who in spite 
of the lessons of the past are doing the 
best they can to insure that when war next 
comes once more the casualty list will con- 
tain long lists of names of men killed and 
wounded unnecessarily because we will not 
recognize the fact that with the world as 
it’ is today and no matter how much we 
work to remove the causes of war, war 
conies from time to time. 

It is to be hoped that the Department of 
Justice is carefully card indexing these in- 
dividuals and societies for future reference. 
Freedom of expression of opinion must be 
had. inthis country in time of peace. On 
the other hand, those who express opinions 





and influence governmental action must be 
made to understand that the responsibility 
for results is theirs and must be accepted 
by them. 














IGNORANCE AN AID TO PACIFISM 
GOVERNOR BLAINE of Wisconsin 

gives as one of his reasons for his op- 
position to National Defense Day, “It 
would be interpreted by foreign powers as 
the American layman interprets like demon- 
strations in those lands.” 

This statement plainly indicates that 
whatever other qualifications Governor 
Blaine may have, he is as ignorant on mili- 
tary affairs as the most ignorant American 
layman, which is saying a good deal. 

Since Governor Blaine was a boy, it has 
been the custom in every country of im- 
portance throughout the world with the ex- 
ception of Great Britain, China and the 
United States, to have annual maneuvers 
preceding which a partial mobilization of 
the Reserve Forces would take place, in 
order that the Reservists might get a 
period of training with the colors and that 
the officers-and non-commissioned officers of 
the active forces might have units at war 
strength, or somewhere near it, to handle 
so as to get the proper training. This 
same system prevails today amongst all 
the powers with full liberty of action. 

Technically, National Defense Day is not 
a mobilization, because in a mobilization 
the units of the Regular Army and Na- 
tional Guard would be raised to war 
strength and the officer skeleton of the Re- 
serve Unit, which are at present on paper 
only, would be brought into existence by 
means of the draft. 

Mobilization must come before the con- 
centration of an army can be had on any 
frontier. Such a concentration could be 
interpreted or not as a demonstration 
against some particular power. The annual 
maneuvers in many countries consist of 
such a concentration upon some frontier. 
In spite of this fact such a concentration 
is not considered a demonstration unless the 
political relationship of the two countries 
on opposite sides of this frontier are so 
bad as to warrant such a suspicion. 

The mobilization of the National Guard 
in 1916, that is, the calling out and raising 
to war strength, with its subsequent con- 
centration on the Mexican Border, in view 
of the then existing strange relations with 
Mexico, was a demonstration against that 
country. 

Under the plans contemplated for Sep- 
tember 12, there is no mobilization, much 
less concentration. The day will demon- 
strate but two things: our lamentable weak- 
ness, when it comes to National Defense, 
and the fact that we have a number of 
citizens, some of them occupying high of- 
fice, like Governor Blaine, who in spite of 
their colossal ignorance do not hesitate to 
take action which cannot fail to be detri- 
mental to the country, of which they are 
supposed to be patriotic citizens. 

Should any foreign power give the slight- 
est indication of viewing this day as a 
demonstration, there could be no better 
sign of the hostility of that power and its 
intention some time in the future to at- 


tack us. E ° 
Should any representative of any foreign 


power express in any way any such opinion 
or lend help or encouragement to our pa- 
cifists, there could be no better evidence of 
the desire that we be disarmed in order 
that we may all the more readily fall a 
victim to a future attack.

N. C. 0. RETIREMENT 


To Tue EpitTor: 


HAT the continuation of non-commis- 

missioned officers in service after they 
have completed their full 30 years, which 
entitled them under the statutes to be auto- 
matically placed on the retired list, has a 
tendency to lower the morale of those 
younger in the service who are ambitious 
to climb the ladder, is the source of much 
contention among the enlisted personnel of 
the regular service. 

In my organization, a headquarters out- 
fit, three master sergeants are authorized 
in addition to the corresponding number 
of non-coms of the second and third grades. 
Of the three master sergeants one attained 
his full 30 years necessary for retirement 
over a year ago. To add further flame to 
the fire, this man has been in ill health for 
the past nine or 10 months and recently 
was forced to take an extended furlough in 
order to regain his health. 

This he took, but on return to duty he 
was shortly seized with the same malady 
and is compelled to take time off frequent- 
ly. Non-commissioned officers like myself, 
who are anxious to advance in rank, must 
wait until this man either applies for re- 
tirement or is stricken fatally while in the 
harness, 

In another organization stationed at this 
post there are two more master sergeants 
who have completed their full 30 years 
but who are still hanging on, thus stop- 
ping a free flow of promotion of those be- 
lows who are ambitious to go up the ladder. 


This is not a growl from a dissatisfied 
rookie. I have 20 years to my service, 


served through the World War with the 
First Division in all of its operations, but 
am one of many faithful old non-coms 
who believe that inasmuch as we have a 
30-year retirement law on the statutes 
why not observe it to the letter.

DRESS UNIFORMS 

To Tue Epriror: 

HE inauguration of brass buttons to 

brighten up the khaki uniforms of the 
Regular Army and National Guard, which 
has been in vogue for several months, has 
not accomplished its object. It has merely 
given a garish effect to the present uniform 
which has not enhanced its ornamentation. 
At best it is a half-hearted compromise to 
appease the advocates of the return of the 
old Army dress uniform. 

Practically every army in the world, 
except our own, has separate uniforms for 
work and play. The work or service uni- 
forms are not unlike that of the United 
States Army. But the dress, or parade, 
uniforms are distinctive and add a great 
deal to the esprit de corps of any military 
organization, 

There seems to be no special reason for 
not restoring the old-time dress uniforms 
to the Service. Most of the old-timers are 
heartily in favor of the restoration. 

“Army Blue,” one of the favorite cadet 
songs at West Point, is based on the don- 
ning of the famous blue of the infantry af- 
ter graduation from the Military Academy. 
The song is still in vogue and the spirit be- 
hind the song should be based on actuali- 
ties, not memories. 


It is hoped that in time the authorities 
will awaken to the desire for “military 
panoply” that makes parades a great suc- 
cess, and realize that whereas “clothes 
may not make the man” still that is the 
part of him the public, particularly pros- 
pective recruits, gaze at most. 

In the National Guard the erying need 
to get back the distinctive organization 
uniforms is marked. ‘Take the militia 
units of New York City as an example. 
In former years the spectators at various 
parades found great pleasure in picking 
out each regiment by its uniform. 

_ Many young men joined the “Seventh 
New York” simply because its uniform, a 
close facsimile of the cadet uniform at 
West Point, appealed to them, and after- 
wards stayed because they learned that 
the traditions of the organization were as 
high as the uniform. 

“Squadron A” of New York, in its hus- 
sar parade uniform, also attracted many 
desirable recruits to the militia ranks. De- 
spite all reports to the contrary, the out- 
ward glitter which many deplore is often 
the best means of building up morale as 
well as gaining recruits. 

The feeling of “don’t disgrace the uni- 
form” becames a great deal stronger when 





that uniform denotes one particular brane 
of the Service.

THE HISTORY OF THE UNITED STATES 
ARMY. By William Addleman Ganoe, Major 
of Infantry, U.S.A.: New York, D. Apple- 
ton and Company, $5.00. 

If it had nothing else to recommend it, this yol. 
ume should be on the shelf of every officer because 
it is the first history of the United States Army 
ever published. Nor does it deserve the distinction 
of superlatives merely because it is unique, like 
Alexander Selkirk who could say, ‘‘I am monarch 
of all I survey’’ because ‘‘my right there is none 
to dispute.”’ 

It is intrinsically excellent. Not as monumental 
as Fortescue’s History of the British Army, not 
tactical or strategic, but rather administrative and 
political, it is an extraordinary work. It shows 
how our Army has been neglected by the people in 
peace and called on by the country in the hour of 
conflict. It tells the tale of untrained volunteers 
with appropriate and apposite example which should 
be a pin-prick in the bubble of easy patriotism. 
It tells of training and lack of training and of 
the battle results to be expected of each. 

Military operations are not enumerated in weari- 
some detail—for that has been done in Steele's 
‘“‘American Campaigns’’—but the methods of rais- 
ing and supporting armies are set forth clearly and 
succinctly. Only those operations are minutely 
described which illustrate pertinent lessons in 
morale, leadership and organization. It is a com- 
mass of material interestingly put together 
and in many places written in an exceptionally 
entertaining manner. 

It is worth many times its price, because 
invaluable as a source of information.

Gallardo and Commandante Tortillas, of 
the Federal forces. 

The rebels then retired to the interior 
and are being hunted by strong Federal 
reinforcements. Several minor clashes 
have occurred during the past week, but 
the bulk of the insurrectionary force is 
still in arms.

It is customary in such cases to give the 
introducer of the bill a place on the com- 
mission, but Maurice Bloch, minority lead- 
er of the Assembly, recommended Assem- 
blyman Patterson in place of Cuvillier. 

About 250 of the 71st New York vol- 
unteers sleep in graves that are attended 
by the Cuban Government. It was not 
until this year that the State made any 
move to recognize these fallen New York 
heroes. The 71st was the only New York 
regiment that saw service in Cuba during 
the Spanish-American war.

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COAST GUARD NOTES 


HE Bear is at present in Kotzebue 
Sound with two blades of propeller 
gone. Her commanding officer has been 
instructed by Headquarters to use his own 
judgment in regard to abandoning Arctic 
cruise and returning to the United States. 





N June 28 the Arcata, while cruising in 
Admiralty Inlet, sighted a motorboat 
running without lights. No heed was paid 
to warning signals, and the craft attempted 
to escape. After a chase of about 30 
minutes, during which the Arcata fired 
approximately 16 shots from the one-pound- 
er gun and about 40 shots from rifles, the 
motorboat (M-775) burst into flames, ap- 
parently caused by explosion of the gaso- 
line tank which had been struck. 

The crew of two white men and two 
Chinese, all badly wounded or burned, were 
arrested and rushed to Seattle for medical 
attention. The motorboat, with her cargo 
of contraband, was beached and was sub- 
sequently towed to Seattle. 


UNE 25 the crew of Hereford Inlet Sta- 

tion went to the assistance of a small 
motorboat which had been blown out to 
sea during a squall and rescued the occu- 
pants just as their boat was about to 
capsize. 


ONE of the last duties performed by the 
Tampa and Modoc prior to their re- 
lease from International Ice Patrol duty 
was to assist in the search for missing men 
and boat from the Canadian Pacific pas- 
senger steamer Metagama, which was in 
collision with the Italian S. S. Clara Ca- 
mus on June 19 about seven miles E. S. E. 
from Cape ce. The forward stokehold 
of the Metagama, which was carrying 700 
passengers and 312 in crew, was flooded, 
and the forepeak of the Clara Camus was 
badly damaged. 


The Tampa had just relieved the Modoe 
on this date and was about 60 miles west 
of Cape Race when the message of the 
collision was intercepted and the request 
for assistance received. She immediately 
proceeded under forced draft to the re- 
ported place of collision, her radio keep- 
ing in constant touch with the stricken ves- 
sels. The Tampa was later informed that 
nearby vessels were standing by and that 
the Metagama and Clara Camus were 
making headway toward St. Johns and 
were not then in need of assistance, but 
request was made that search be conducted 
for a lifeboat which went adrift from the 
Metagama at the time of the collision and 
which contained two men. 

The Tampa and the Modoc immediately 
instituted a systematic search covering a 
wide area for the missing boat and men, 
and only discontinued the task after three 
days’ constant and diligent searching and 
when it was concluded that the men must 
have been picked up by one of the numerous 
fishing boats in the vicinity and which was 
without radio to report such fact. 

Fortunately the Metagama and Clara 
Camus were in lee of land for practically 
the entire run from point of collision to 
St. Johns. But for this fact, with mod- 
erate winds prevailing a tragedy second 
only 4 that of the Titanic might have oc- 
curred, 


PERSONNEL of the Coast Guard who 

served during the World War are eli- 
gible to membership in the American Le- 
gion. Tampa Post, which is named in 
memory of the former Coast Guard Cutter 
Tampa, lost with all hands in the war 
zone during the World War, stands to the 
fore in American Legion activities and 
good fellowship, and any of the personnel 
of the Coast Guard eligible for Legion 
membership and not already affiliated 
should join this Post, which is so closely 
associated with the Coast Guard. Dues 
are $3 a year for members outside of New 
York City, and $5 a year for New York 
members. The Post Secretary, Mr. Chas. 
A. Wall, 603 Monroe St., Brooklyn, N. Y., 
will accept all applications. 


THE Haida during May broke all cruis- 

ing records for the vessel. The mile- 
age in May amounted to 3955 miles. This 
is the greatest number of miles cruised by 
the Haida in any month since she was 
placed in commission. Since leaving Seat- 
tle the Haida has cruised 7000 miles.

MILITARY TRAINING OF 
CITIZENS A PEACE. MOVE 


ILITARY training for citizens is grow- 
: ing in popularity quite rapidly, accord- 
ing to the Salt Lake Tribune, one of the 
leading papers of the State. In comment- 
ing on the results obtained through the 
citizens’ military training camps the Trib- 
une says: is 
_ “Citizens’ military work for the summer 
in Utah, and for Utah men, is largely com- 
pleted. The citizens’ military trainin 
camp was closed a few weeks ago and, 
already, Col. T. M. Anderson, chief of 
staff for the 104th division, has received 
many letters of appreciation from the boys, 
for this camp is made up largely of boys, 
and from their parents. This camp was 
double what it was a year ago, was a suc- 
cess from start to finish, and every young 
man who attended it went home an ardent 
booster. If funds and facilities are avail- 
able the camp next year should greatly 
exceed that just closed. 
: “Now, Reserve officers are in camp at 
‘ort Douglas. Composed largely of pro- 
fessional men, lawyers, doctors and engi- 
neers, with a few businessmen, taurmers and 
workers of every description, this camp is 
a cosmopolitan affair. It is made up of 
men for the most part veterans of the 
World War, who are working for peace, 
but are willing to do their share of fight- 
ing and to make needed sacrifices in an 
emergency. As a matter of fact, it is a 
real sacrifice for most of these men to 
attend camp. It interferes, in many cases 
seriously, with their regular vocations and 
generally means that all other vacation 
ideas must be called off. 

“But the Reserves are not the only ones 
who are furnishing military service. The 
National Guard of Utah, both artillery 
and cavalry, have just completed a series 
of maneuvers in a creditable manner, the 
artillery in Washington and the cavalry in 
California. These organizations also are 
made up largely of young men and boys in 
the ranks, with veterans of the World War 
as officers. They, too, represent some of 
the best manhood of Utah. 

“The training camp idea has proven a 
successful one and it is generally gaining 
favor with the people. While some are 
talking peace, these men are — for 
it. By getting ready for war they are doing 
a great work for the preservation of peace 
in this country. The nations of the world 
found out during the World War that 
America, even without training and prepar- 
ation, was to be reckoned with in any great 
conflict. With the training now under = 
in all the States, practically, combined wit 
this country’s stand for right, other 
nations will hesitate before challenging the 
United States to arms.”

SECRETARY WILBUR PAYS 
TRIBUTE TO ERICSSON 


A TRIBUTE to the contributions made 
to naval science by civilian inventors 
in general and by John Ericsson in pay. 
ticular was made by Curtis D. Wilbur 
Secretary of the Navy, in a letter to the 
National Museum of Engineering read at 
the unveiling of a tablet July 31 in com. 
memoration of the 121st anniversary of 
Ericsson’s birth. ‘ 
“The Navy is justly proud of the cop. 
tributions that its own personnel has made 
to the advancement of engineering. At the 
same time the Navy cannot acknowledge 
too gratefully the services which have been 
rendered by civilian inventors, and of these 
it is perhaps more deeply indebted to Cap- 
tain John Ericsson than to any other mag. 


“Captain Ericsson has been described 
as the most remarkable marine engineer, 
whose genius has ever impressed itself 


upon the engineering practice of the world, 
Many of his ideas and inventions were de- 
veloped before he came to the United 
States, but to an officer of the Navy be- 
longs the credit for persuading him to make 
his home here, and the Navy gave him his 
chief field for the development of his ideas,” 


TWO NAVY ENLISTED MEN 
COMMENDED FOR BRAVERY 


HE Secretary of the Navy has com- 

mended Walter Frank Krolak, machin- 
ist’s mate, second class, U.S.N., and Rupert 
Otis Cavenah, chief machinist’s mate, U.S, 
N., and recommended the latter to the 
Secretary of the Treasury for the award 
of a life-saving medal. 

On June 12, 1924, backfire in the star- 
board engine of submarine chaser No. 223 
resulted in a fire in the engine room. 
Krolak was on watch at the time and re- 
mained at his post of duty endeavoring to 
extinguish the flames until rendered uncon- 
scious by the fumes. Cavenah was not on 
watch at the time, but proceeded at once 
to the engine room and, regardless of per- 
sonal danger, with the aid of a pyrene fire 
extinguisher succeeded in putting out the 
fire. He then carired out Krolak, who 
was brought-to in a short time by the 
pharmacist’s mate, 

Cavenah’s prompt and courageous action 
undoubtedly averted a grave danger to both 
the submarine chaser and the crew.

SCHNEIDER CUP RACE 
PLANS ARE ANNOUNCED 


HREE of the fastest seaplanes in this 

country, piloted by Naval airmen, will 
represent the United States in the Inter- 
national Seaplane Contest for the Schnei- 
der Cup which will be held at Bay Shore 
Park on October 24 and 25. Seven laps 
around the 31-mile triangular course will 
constitute the race. Navy  sub-chasers 
equipped with radio will be stationed at 
the turning points of the race, and will 
keep the spectators informed as to the 
progress of the contest through the use of 
loud speakers at the pier where the crowds 
will view the race. 

The American entries will be headed by 
Lt. F. W. Wead, U.S.N. The other mem- 
bers of the team are Lt. David Ritten- 
house, U.S.N., who won the race last year; 
Lt. A. W. Gorton, U.S.N., who was a mem- 





ber of the 1923 team; and Lts. G. T. 
Cuddihy and H. A. Ofstie, U.S.N. 
England will enter two planes while 


Italy, who has won twice since 1920, in 
1920 and 1921, will be represented by three 
planes. Particular interest is being evinced 
in the Italian entries, as the provisions ol 
this international speed contest provide 
that any country winning three times 1 
five years will get permanent possession of 
the trophy.

SERVICE SHOW SUCCESS 


HE transcontinental Air Mail service, 

recently established, completed the first 
15 days without defaulting any trips, ac 
cording to recent reports from the Post 
Office Department. Many officers in the 
Army and Navy who desire to communicate 
quickly with friends on the other side of 
the continent have used the new service 
and praised it warmly. 

The Air Mail pilots have covered 80,400 
miles, flying 26,550 miles at night through 
severe electrical storms and other atmos 
pheric disturbances. The success of 
project is a great encouragement to the 
advocates of commercial aviation expansion 
and to numerous Air Service officers. who 
desire to see an adequate aviation reserve 
built up.

LEGAL DEPARTMENT 
August 5, 1924. 


The law contains no intendment that an officer 
in the occupancy of public quarters at a post or 
station not entitled to rental allowance shall 
become entitled to such allowance when he leaves 
his station and quarters te go on leave of ab- 
sence. If in the instant case the orders be con- 
sidered as in fact detaching the officer from the 
station in the Canal Zone when he entered on 
leave, the detachment was for his own conveni- 
ence or pleasure and gave him no greater right 
to rental allowance than he had while on duty 
at the station. (Burt’s case, July 26, 1924.) 

The saving clause in Section 1 of the Act of 
June 10, 1922, preserves to commissioned warrant 
officers the pay as a warrant officer if the rate 
therefor be higher than that provided for a com- 
missioned warrant officer. (Cole’s case, July 26, 
1924.) 

An offi;cer of the Navy making permanent 
change of station under orders, having trans- 
ported his wife in his privately owned automobile 
from the place where she was residing to his 
new station, is entitled under the provisions of 
Section 11 of the Act of June 10, 1922, and 
Executive Order of August 25, 1922, issued in 
accordance therewith, to payment of an amount 
equal to the commercial cost of transportation 
of the dependent between those points, provided 
it does not exceed the commercial cost of trans- 
portation from the old to the new station. (Tur- 
ner’s case, July 19, 1924.) 

Service as an enlisted man in the Philippine 
Scouts is service in a military capacity in the 
Army and an enlisted man of the Regular Army 
is entitled to count prior service in the Philippine 
Seouts for increase of pay, as provided in the 
Act of June 10, 1922. An enlistment in the 
Regular Army after service in the Philippine 
Scouts is not a re-enlistment in the Regular 
Army and accordingly does not give any right 
to a re-enlistment allowance. (Rojo’s case, July 
19, 1924.) 

An enlisted man in the Navy, honorably dis- 
charged before the expiration of enlistment for 
the convenience of the Government, is entitled 
to travel allowance. In the instant case it ap- 
pears that the discharge of the enlisted man was 
for the convenience of the Government and ac- 


cordingly he is entitled to his travel allowance. 
(Converse’s case, July 16, 1924.) 
The Act of March 4, 1917, authorizes the pay- 


ment while on furlough of the authorized allow- 
ances to an enlisted man of the Marine Corps 
when detailed to duty to the office of the major 
general commandant and the several staff offices. 
It does not authorize the allowance for quarters 
and commutation of rations where it appears, as 
in the instant case, that a Quartermaster Sergeant 
of the Marine Corps was detailed to duty as u 
clerk at the Depot of Supplies, Naval Operating 
Base, Hampton Roads, Va., as this is not a staff 
office within the meaning of said Act of March 
4, 1917. (Edward’s case, July 17, 1924.) 

Reserve officers assigned to active duty in the 
Militia Bureau in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 4 of the Act of September 22, 1922, 
are entitled to mileage at 8c per mile for travel 
performed in proceeding from their homes to 
their place of duty and for travel performed in 
returning to their homes from the Militia Bureau 
when relieved from duty therein. (Letter to Sec. 
of War, July 16, 1924.) 

Service as interne in the Public Health Service 
is not service in the Public Health Service within 
the meaning of the Act of May 18, 1920, and 
therefore cannot be counted in computing long- 
evity pay of an officer of the Navy under the 
Act of May 18, 1920, and the pay and allowances 
of such officer under the Act of June 10, 1922. 
As the Act of May 18, 1920, deals only with the 
pay of persons having a military or quasi-military 
status it would seem that the intendment of the 
longevity provision of Section 11 therein was to 
authorize the counting of only military or quasi- 
military service as distinguished from service as 
a civilian such as that of an interne. (Wood’s 
ease, July 13, 1924.) 

Paragraph 1476 of the Army Regulations author- 
izes the employment of civilian medical service 
for an enlisted man in cases where proper medical 
treatment cannot otherwise be had; and civilian 
medical service is authorized in a case where it is 
necessary to perform a surgical operation upon 
an enlisted man who had been shot and where it 
appears there were only two medical officers on 
duty at the station where the operation was per- 
formed and tbat in the opinion of the station 
surgeon it required the services of ove doctor to 
operate, another to assist, and a third to give

The bond market has advarced very substantially 
during the last few months, the compelling force 
being an abundance of credit funds and the re- 
sultant low interest rates. In addition to this 
primary factor, there have been one or two other 
influences. The new income tax law has un- 
doubtedly created a substantial demand for issues 
that hitherto were unavailable to the rich investor. 
Under the new law a 6 per cent. taxable bond at 
a $100,000 income will yield over % of 1 per 
cent. more than under the old law. 

While present interest rates are abnormally low 
and rallies may be é€xpected from time to time, 
due to increased demands for credit, such as likely 
will develop during the crop moving season, the 
banking position is so strong that any permanent 
upturn of moment is improbable. The investor in 
moderate circumstances can find desirable bond 
issues under present credit conditions that. will 
yield from 6 to 7 per cent. 

On the whole, it would be advisable to take 
advantage of these offerings, rather than wait for 
a possible reaction, which may or may not come, 
and which at best would increase the return but 
fractionally. ‘The present group of bonds repre- 
sents well diversified industries and localities, and 
also diversification in maturities. All of the bonds 
listed in the accompanying table are of a good in- 
vestment grade and possess a_ sufficiently high 
rating to meet ordinary investment requirements. 

The majority of thé bonds are unlisted, but
